COLOMBO. Ceylon (UPI> — 
Two men dressed In the saffron 
robes of Buddist monks shot 
and critically wounded Premier 
Solomon Bandaranalke and 
Labor Minister M. P. de Zoysa 
today. 

Bandaranalke was shot point 
blank in the stomach with a .45 
calibre automatic on the ver¬ 
andah of his house as he rose 
from the floor where he had 
prostrated himself in obeisance 
to the two men. 

One of the men whipped out 
the automatic from under his 
robes and fired two shots at 
the premier who clutched his 
abdomen and ran into the 
house. The assailant then fired 
four more shots. 

CRITICAL 

The premier was rushed to 
Colombo's general hospital 
where an emergency operation 
was performed. He was re¬ 
ported critically wounded al¬ 
though he did not lose con¬ 
sciousness. 

Other visitors swarmed over 
the would-be assassins and 
overpowered them but in the 
scuffle another man. his name 
not known Immediately, was 
stabbed critically. 

Police said the new labor 
minister who took office June 
9 following months of bitter 
labor disputes that tied up Col¬ 
ombo's harbor was shot in the 
same manner at about the 
same time. His condition was 
reported as critical. 

Governor General Sir Oliver 
Goonetlleke summoned an em 
ergency meeting of the cabinet 
for 3 p m. 


Canadian External Affairs 
Minister Howard Green, in a 
policy speech to the United 
Nations General Assembly, 
underlined the necessity for 
foolproof controls in Khrush¬ 
chev's or any other disarma¬ 
ment system. 

Mr. Green also appealed to 
the Soviet Union to cooperate 
in efforts to regulate the 
peaceful use of outer space, 
expressing the hope that the 
Russians would end their boy¬ 
cott of the UN committee on 
this problem. 

RADIATION HAZARDS 

He also said Canada would 
make a proposal to this ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly 
on collection of information on 
the hazards of atomic radia¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Green announced that 
Canada, as its contribution to 
World Refugee Year, would 
admit "a substantial number" 
of European tubercular refu¬ 
gees and their families at gov¬ 
ernment expense 


PLANS WELCOME 

Mr. Green welcomed pro¬ 
posals outlined to the Assem 
bly last week by Khrushchev 
and by British Foreign Secre 
tary Selwyn Lloyd. But like 
Italian Foreign Minister Gius¬ 
eppe Pella, who spoke Wed¬ 
nesday, he emphasized the 
need for controls.

P ARIS — I took the night train from Stuttgart, 
and slept across the French border in a comfort¬ 
able berth. 

That is the ideal way to cross a frontier—in 
your sleep. The wagon-lit (sleeping car) attendant 
takes your passport and a customs declaration. If 
you’re lucky—as I was—nobody disturbs you. 

Why can’t all frontiers be passed so easily? 
After a depressing tour of refugee camps, I 
feel as though I had been released from jail. The 
camps gave me a sense of helplessness and frustra¬ 
tion. I found it painful to try to write about them. 

Now I’m in a train rumbling through the out¬ 
skirts of Paris. The sun is shining, and I feel proper¬ 
ly alive again. 

* * * 

I am to meet my wife in Paris. We arranged our 
rendezvous by remote control. Peggy sent me a 
cryptic wire to Stuttgart saying that she would meet 
me at the Hotel Angloamerican, Rue St. Lazare. 
At the end she added: “No money left." 

Did she mean that I had to wire her some 
money? If so, she is out of luck. The wire came too 
late for that. 

Our time and money are running out. We’ll be 
able to afford only a glimpse of Paris. However, 
that is much better than not being able to go there 
at all. Or is it? 

* * * 

I had a wagon-lit compartment wholly to my¬ 
self, although I paid only for one berth. It was com¬ 
fortable, but it had no towels. I opened a door that 
led—I thought—to a wash basin, and found I had 
let myself into someone else’s compartment. Luckily 
for me, it was a man. Otherwise I might have been 
called upon to explain myself to a gendarme.

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What About the Cities? 


P REDICTING that highway con¬ 
struction requirements of the 
near future will impose an additional 
burden on users, a Toronto taxation 
expert has advised municipalities to 
abstain from taxing motor vehicle 
owners as a means orincreasing their 
own revenues. In an address to the 
Canadian Good Roads Association in 
Vancouver Mr. F. H. Finnis, munici¬ 
pal research associate of the Cana¬ 
dian Tax Foundation, recommended 
that in the vast majority of cases 
authority to tax motorists should be 
centralized in the provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

In other words, the motorist 
should be the provinces' pigeon, to 
be plucked by no one else. In theory 
that is all very fine but where does 
it leave the municipalities? At the 
same convention there was another 
prediction that the number of cars in 
Canada will he doubled in the next 20 
years. Most of the automobiles now 
registered—probably 80 per c-nt at 
least—are located in the cities and 
municipalities and used mainly on ur¬ 
ban streets. Who is going to nay for 
the construction and upkeep of muni¬ 
cipal streets if all the money that can 
be wrung from the motoring public 
goes to the provincial government to 
pay for main highways, used by only 
a small proportion of car owners? 

The user-pay principle as translat¬ 
ed into highway financing policy may 
appear sound if one doesn't examine 
it loo closely; but in this'province 
at any rate the users to a very large 
extent are paying for the wrong 
roads. Highways are for the benefit 
of a province as a whole, In B.C.- 
they are being financed mainly by 


people who seldom travel over them, 
but who do wear out the city and 
municipal streets. Yet for this wear 
and tear of urban stieets, to say 
nothing of original construction costs, 
the local councils receive nothing at 
all out of the tens of millions of 
dollars collected through gasoline tax 
and licence fees. 

If as Mr. Finnis maintains tho 
highways are going to need all the 
money derived from motoring—and 
more than present taxes yield—where 
does he suggest the municipalities 
should turn for funds for their 
needs, likewise increasing? In most 
B.C. municipalities heavily travelled 
Ihoroughfates are breaking up for 
lack of money to put and keep them 
in good shape. Residential streets are 
far below standard for the same rea¬ 
son—all because the entire revenue 
derived from their use is going to the 
Province. In organized areas the 
whole load of cost for street construc¬ 
tion and maintenance falls on the 
property taxpayer, though stieets tike* 
education have long ceased to be ex¬ 
clusively a service to property. 

To point cut that the present ap¬ 
propriation of automobile tax revenue 
is unrealistic is not to suggest that 
municipalities, too, should tax car 
owners, who are probably the most 
heavily taxed section of the public 
already. There is a multiplicity of 
automobile taxes now. and another 
one would lie a mistake. But highway 
needs notwithstanding, the mlin'ci- 
palities are entitled to a substantial 
share of the proceeds from services 
they provide. As the situation is now 
the municipalities are building and 
maintaining houses for someone else 
to grab the rent.

Pension Changes 


I T is being suggested at Ottawa that 
the old-age pension scheme is com¬ 
ing up for revision. The existing pen¬ 
sion fund, raised by a percentage 
allotment of income and sales taxes, 
is deeply in the red and some adjust¬ 
ment is necessary if it is not to en¬ 
croach on other revenues. Apparently 
the idea of a wholly new contributory 
plan has been shelved as being too 
costly and difficult, although in the 
absence of details it is impossible to 
judge. 

Instead there is talk that a con¬ 
tributory feature will be added to the 
present scheme. That means therefore 
that it will become doubly contribu¬ 
tory. since the tax' impost is of this 
nature. Being indirect however the 
latter is not noticeable, whereas a 
new and direct contribution might 
seem to some people vet another tax 
burden. If it were too large there 
could be considerable dissent. 

On the other hand most people 
would probably be willing In increase 
their contribution for the benefit of 
a larger old-age pension. At $55 per 
month, while this amount is a boon to 


many, such a pension is only a partial 
answer to the needs of some older 
citizens Private and business pension 
schemes exist but a large numlier of 
the public are unprovided for in this 
respect. They depend a lot on the 
universal pension at 70 years of age, 
and in advance of this stage of life 
likely enough would he glad of the 
chance to increase the amount by a 
reasonable direct contribution to the 
pension fund. 

Another aspect of the universal 
Wnsion coming under consideration 
is the often made proposal to let 
pensioners live whero they please and 
not compel Ihem to spend at least six 
months of each year in Canada. One 
might argue against the hcncfirencc 
of granting the pension after only 
10 years residence in this country— 
w^'ch rouM invite elderly newcomers 
who would not then make ample 
mark in the life of the nation—but 
firmly support having no strings at¬ 
tached to the pension itself. In prin¬ 
ciple it is presumed to have iieen 
earned, both by service and tax im¬ 
post, and it should he paid freely no 
matter where the recipient lives. 


Welcome Declaration 


A nnouncement by-Trans- 

Canada Air Lines that it wishes 
to retain its flying charter to sene 
the tri-city run on this coast, and in¬ 
tends to put Viscount planes on the 
route in a year if fhe charter is un- 
riisfurhed is very Welcome. This is 
what Victoria City asked for formally 
in its submission to the air transport 
hoard when the issue first came up. 
Some equivocation in the TCA stand 
at that time led to premature talk of 
replacement, but if the nationally- 
owned airline is content to continue 
in the service it is difficult to imagine 
the air transport board initiating 
any change. During the 40 years that 
Victoria has had flight connection 
with the mainland. TCA has done 


most to develop (he route In scheduled 
flight. 

It was in 194.1 that TCA turned 
its attention in earnest to the possi¬ 
bilities of the tri-city air route: after 
several previous charters had been 
issued and not followed up and a long 
period of intermittent air service 
between Victoria and Vancouver had 
resulted. TCA “went to town" on the 
route, and both cities responded 
happily. 'Die record since is well 
known, and it is one of the best for 
any comparable flight service in 
Canada. 

If TCA stays in the ring, and that 
is certainly expected now, its tri-city 
air charter may welt prove to be its 

most profitable investment on the 

western seaboard.

The U.S. argument against Red 
China's admittance mfght have been 
weakened if, in fact, the Reds had shown 
serious intentions of living a at peace with 
their neighbors. But this has not been 
the case. 

Though Premier Khrushchev has de¬ 
livered a strong hid to the UN for China's 
membership and his deputy foreign min¬ 
ister. Vasily V*. Kusnetsov. has portrayed 
Red China as peace loving, reports of 
mas* slaughter in Tibet, skirmishes on 
the India-China border and uprisings in 
Laos tell a different story.

There 
ate old army camps, disused airfields, 
old coal mines with their ugly slag 
heaps, gashed hillsides where the 
slate quarry used to he. holes from 
which gravel has been taken, chalk 
pits and clay pits, and hills shaved 
bald of timber by greedy industrial¬ 
ists of the last century. 

These days we are adding disused 
railway tracks, little piece's of weedy 
road which have been left behind in 
some highway improvement scheme 
and in our industrial a teas solid 
masses of hideous masonry whieh 
once used to be a foundry or a fac¬ 
tory and have Just ceased to be use- 
ful. 

* * * 

The latest development is the dis¬ 
carded cinema, the dilapidated 
theatre, and the abandoned car on a 
parking lot. There are times, places 
and routes which must make some of 
our visitors believe that Britain is 


really a thoroughly dilapidated roun- 
try. 

Now if we had a minister for dis¬ 
carded utilities something could be 
done about it. His joh should be to re¬ 
pair and beautify the countryside, 
and see to it that once profitable in- 
dustries should not scar Hie country¬ 
side. Something has been done in 
some ways- there has. for example, 
been some extensive reforestation of 
some of the mountains of South 
Wales. They are less bald Ilian they 
used to be. Some of the old slag heaps 
have been made Ip grow gras* 
through gentle encouragement, hut 
there remains a great deal of unneces¬ 
sary ugliness.

head of the Intercollegiate 
School of Alcohol Studies intrigues 
us in his description of “a/major 
hieakthrough in meeting the prob¬ 
lems of alcoholism." He says that re¬ 
search in Saskatchewan shows that 
alcoholism may be due to chemical 
imbalance in the body: and so it may 
prove possible to correct alcoholism 
by chemical therapy. 

This idea Is certainly typical of 
2Hth century thinking. , Pon t cure 
your drinking problem by deciding to 
quit, or using self-control! Instead, 
take a pill or a hypodermic injection, 
full of chemicals. 

* * * 

In this modern outlook man is a 
sort of biochemical walking veget¬ 
able, all his mental and physical reac¬ 
tions enslaved by the twin tyrants of 
environment and heredity ; his only 
hope of social adjustment is a judi¬ 
cious application of eitamins. hor¬ 
mones. chemicals and tranquillizers, 
plus the ministrations of the psycho¬ 
analyst. 

Under this theory Man has no will 
or mind%f his own. and therefore no 
responsibility. Guilt and sin are 
medieval concepts. The “crazy mixed 
up kid" who shoots another youth 
came from a broken home so he s not 
responsible. The alcoholic had a dom¬ 
inating mother, so he's not respons¬ 
ible. and it's all very sad 

Yes, but it's also getting a little 
unbelievable. 


Nearly all tradition on which our 
Western civilization is based argues 
differently: classical Greek philos¬ 
ophy and the Judaco Christian relig¬ 
ions are premised on belief that man s 
actions are not governed by environ¬ 
ment. heredity or a determinist uni¬ 
verse; but on belief that man s free 
will can deride hi* present and future. 
Implicit in this is the idea that man 
must take the responsibility for his 
actions. 

No believer in free will would 

quarrel with the idea that modern 
medicine, psychology and sociology 
modify some aspects of that belief. 
But to allow these sciences to sup¬ 
plant or abolish free will is not 

“scientific." It is Just the opposite, the 
start of a new superstition: a society 
in which modern witch doctors, psy¬ 
choanalysts and biochemist* would 
treat patients with new incantations 
and fetishes. Alcoholics will be shot 
full of chemicals; street bullies will 
he treated for vitamin deficiencies or 
brainwashed on couches.

This is not a plea against a help¬ 

ing hand to alcoholics, drug addicts 
or anyone else in dire straits Just the 
opposite; our tradition demands that 
help be extended, and not smugly 
righteous help either. 

But for the alcoholic or narcotic 
addict, help is effective only when it 
is truly wanted; only when the recip¬ 
ient of he p realizes, in the desperate 
struggle up from the bottom, the 
essence of success must be his own 
will power.

We have a £5 penalty for drop¬ 
ping a toffee paper or an empty 
matchbox in the street, but no way 
of dealing with an industrialist who 
leaves an unused factory in the 
middle of a town. 

Town planning laws control new 
development hut are powerless to deal 
with eyesores. There are even street* 
where disused tramlines still protrude 
above the road level because some 
tiamway operator "walked out" and 
did nothing about it, In many parts of 
the country there are ugly ruins of 
discarded farm buildings 

The nearest we have got to action 
is the £5 fine imposed upon a gentle- 
rdan for depositing litter in the street 
The litter was his 1929 automobile 
w hich had died where it stood. 

Rut dead factories remain even 
dead railway bridges, on the ground 
t: at it would cost more than they ar« 
worth to remove them The aesthetic 
lespnnsihility seems to be accepted by 
no one. 

Maybe Canada is not so different!

Doctors announced that 
Marie EUtn, who was given 
the vital^organs in a separa¬ 
tion operation, had joined her 
sister, Mary Helen. In death. 

Mary Helen's life was sacri¬ 
ficed in order to give Marie a 
chance at life.

WINTERTHUR. Switzer¬ 
land (UPI) — British desper 
ado Donald Hume told a Swisa 
court yesterday how he mur 
dered and dismembered his 
wife’s lover, held up two Brit 
ish banks, spied for the Rus 
sians. and passed a security 
test in Canada. 

Hume. 39. was on trial on 
charges of murder, attempted 
murder and armed robbery 
for the slaying of a taxi driver 
and wounding of a bank tel¬ 
ler in yet another hank holdup 
in Zurich last Jan. 30. 

Under Swiss court proce¬ 
dure. trials have to open with 
a detailed examination of the 
defendant’s background. 

In a broad Cockney accent. 
Hume visibly shook his jurors. 
He calmly recounted how he 
found Stanley Setty, his part¬ 
ner in a shady used-car busi¬ 
ness. with his wife, killed him 


and packed the dismembered 
body into three parcels which 
he dropped from an airplane 
into the Thames estuary. 

Grinning he told the Jury 
how f he fooled British police 
and Juries into letting him get 
away with k prison sentence 
for being an accessory after 
the fact to murder. 

He took advantage of the 
fact that a person cannot be 
tried for the same crime twice 
in Britain to sell the story of 
how he murdered Setty to a 
new spaper for $5,600 
Then fie calmly described 
two holdups of a bank near 
London Airport last year 
which netted him $4,760. 

Asked whether he had 
worked as a spy after getting 
out of a British prison in 1958. 
Hume mentioned two trips to 


the United States and Canada 
on a passport with a bogus 
name. 

M I took some photographs 
of the U.S. military airport in 
Maine. United States, and 
took them to Eastern Ger 
many and delivered them to 
the East German government." 

Hum* retailed he had been 
in a British prison with Fuchs, 
former British nuclear scien¬ 
tist who passed atomic secrets 
to the Soviet Union. 

The Briton testified the then 
Jailed Fuchs gave him a mes¬ 
sage to take to his father. 
Emil Fuchs, a theology proles 
sor in Leipzig. East Germany. 

The defendant, who spent 
much of his time in Switzer¬ 
land since getting out of 
prison in Britain, also claimed 
that after flying to Montreal 
last Nov. 17 he got a job with 


an unidentified Canadian elec¬ 
tronics firm where he did 
"theoretical work and passed 
a security screening. .

Here 
E a refresher course for them, lifted In large pari from the 
frflnltlve account of the case written by John Lardner In 193*. 

In the Judgment of such qualified authorities as Eddie 
Collins, second baseman and captain of the club, the Chicago 
team o' 1919 was the greatest ever assembled. This was the 
tatting order for the first game In Cincinnati: Shano Collins, 
rfghtfield; Eddie Collins, second base; Buck Weaver, third 
base Joe Jackson, leftfleld; Happy Felsch. centrefleld; Chick 
^andil. first base; Swede Risberg, ahortstop; Ray Schalk, 
catcher, and Eddie Cicotte, pitejier. 

Cicotte master of the "shine ball." was second only to 
Walter Johnson among American League righthanders. On 
the same staff were Lefty Williams, Red Faber. Dickie Kerr, 
Grover Lowdermllk, Roy Wilkinson and Bill James. In 1920 
before the scandal broke, four Chicago pitchers—Cicotte, 
Faber. Williams and Kerr- were to win 21 or more games 
each, without winning the pennant. 

Against these super stars, Cincinnati was deemed barely 
adequate, a long shot at 4 to 1 or more, to score the five vic¬ 
tories then required. It was not generally known that the Reds 
bhd more going for them than the talents of Creasy Neale, 
Jake Daubert.

The last of the lilies are making a 
brave showing in my garden right 
now. Jillian Wallace. Yellow Tiger, 
the Golden Harvest hybrids and 
Lemonade are still going ’ strong, 
while the glorious blooms nt Spe- 
ciosum “Red Champion" are lighting 
up the garden with more color than 
a neon sign. 

It is really remarkable how you 
ran have lilies in bloom from spring 
to late fall, all through ringing the 
changes in the varieties. 

* * « 

My soil is a litile on the light 
side for lilies, all of which seem to 
prefer earth with some body to it. 

I have overcome this and made my 
bulbs happy by digging quite a big 
hole, filling it up with a 50 -JtO mixture*': 
of rotted leaves and good topsoil, 
and setting The bulbs about six inches 
deep in this They’ve done marvellous¬ 
ly In this growing medium, and those 
gardeners who are having trouble 
with lilies on sandy or gravelly sites 
would be well advised to try this out. 

Peat moss makes a pretty good 
substitute for the rotted leaves for all 
the .lilies exeeot I.Ilium Henry!. Henry 
seems to have taken a dislike to peat. 


and neither the orangp or the lemon 
yellow kinds would do anything but 
sulk until placed upon a diet of rotted 
oak leaves. 

* * « 

This is a good time to get in a few 
licks on the broad lea fed evergreen 
shrubs such as laurel and aucuba. 
These should be trimmed with 
secateurs, simply removing any 
^overly long growths and leaving any 
full-scale pruning until early next 
March. Offending shoots may be taken 
off to a leaf Just below the surround¬ 
ing foliage, but never use the hedging 
shears on these subjects. If you do, 
you would cut a lot of leaves In half, 
and these die and turn brown, mak¬ 
ing a most unsightly hedge. 

* * * 

Those pansy seeds which were 
sown in la»e July or early August 
have made some pretty husky young 
plants, hig enough to be shifted to 
their flowering quarters. This should 
be done fairly soon, before they he 
come too crowded in their roldframe 
or seed bed. If they are already pusjp.. 
mg and shouldering one another, bet¬ 
ter cut them back a bit. and In any 
case, remove any buds which may 
have formed. 

With roldframe grown plants In

particular, it is important to give 
them plenty of elbow room and a post* 
tion right out*in Ihe open where the 
wind can blow between the plants. 
This will harden them up. lessen any 
tendency to mildew a very common 
scourge of pansies and violets and 
Acclimatize them gradually to the 
rigors of winter. 

* # « 

Some of the squash and vegetable 
marrows are ready now to be cut for 
winter storage. While these can be cut 
in their immature stage for imme¬ 
diate use. they are very poor keep¬ 
ers unless left on the vine until the 
skin has become so hard you can’t 
dent it by pressing with the thumb¬ 
nail. Cut them with a hit of stem at¬ 
tached. and seal the cut end with a 
dab of vaseline 

Marrows And squash pumpkins 
too - -like about the same storage 
conditions as onions. This means a 
reasonably cool spot hut one free 
from frost, and above all. a minimum 
of dampness. To avoid mildew, moulds 
and rotting, they should never he left 
on the basement floor Keep them up 
on a shelf, or better still, susnend them 
in some kind of a string or netting 
hammtxk so the air can get at all 
sides.

The heat in both places was 
something I had never ex¬ 
perienced before and hdpe 
never to experience again. 
China has not yet caught up 
with the modem invention of 
air conditioning. 

The city of Nanking has 
tried to make itself attractive. 
Its streets are wide and lined 
with spindly trees but it it 
obviously the victim of in¬ 
numerable droughts and tha 
whole atmosphere is parched 
and dry. 

STORMY HISTORY 

The contrast in nature Is re¬ 
flected in the history of the 
city which has been long and 
stormy 

At one time it was the cap¬ 
ital of China and more recently 
it was the hase for Dr. Sun 
Yat sen's revolution which be¬ 
gan in 1911. He is regarded as 
the father of revolution in 
China but he never was a Com¬ 
munist. although he accepted 
I money and arms from Russia. 

POIJTM'AI. ADVIAKR 

In Peiping I met a former 
secretary of the revolutionary 
who died in 1925. Her name 
was Lisa Min Sing and her 
father was political adviser to 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen. She herself is 
a deputy to the National 
People's Congress. 

Mme. Min Sing told me Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen's widow, one of 
the famous Soong sisters (an¬ 
other is Mme. Chlang Kai- 
shek). has been ill for some 
time. Mme. Sun Yat sen is one 
of the six vice-presidents in ih# 
Communist goxernsqgnt. 

FEW MEMBERS 
It is only in recent month* 
thai she actually became a 
parly member, although she 
I has been a supporter of the 
Communist regime ever sin«-e 
j jt gained power in 1949. Sur¬ 
prisingly enough, only 2 pep 
»ent of China’s population 
holds party membership. 

Nanking claims with pride to 
hr Dr. Sun Yat sen's last rest¬ 
ing place. In every city I 
visited there were large and 
ornate monuments to his mem¬ 
ory but his actual grave is in 
Nanking. He is buried high up 
in the Blue Mountain.

Victoria waa back to normal 
lata yaatarday attar a two-day 
Canadian Army axarctaa 
which llrat aaw the city blown 
Into oblivion by an Imaginary 
atom bomb, then ahrunk to 
the tire of a drill hall floor. 

The axarciaa opened before 
dawn Wedneiday when the 
let Battalion, Princeaa Pa 


trtda'a Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry, and allied garrison 
unite were called out to ren¬ 
dezvous with a Chilliwack 
force near Nanaimo. 

Some 1.000 troops and 300 
vehicles took part in the ex¬ 
ercise which was the first 
major test of the army's new 


national survival duties on the 
west coast. 

First movement of troops 
out of Work Point Barracks 
Wednesday was predicated on 
the Imaginary destruction of 
Vancouver by an atom bomb. 

As Victoria soldiers moved 
northwards away from the 
Victoria target area one core- 


' pany of the PPCLI was rut i 
{ off by a second nuclear blast 
i which hit near Coldstream. 

Yesterday, with the Malahat ; 
"out of commission" from the ' 
Coldstream hit, and with Vic¬ 
toria wiped out in the ensuing 
blast, the troops started the 
major part of the exercise— 

. reentry of a radioactive area. 


Vehicles were funnelled 
back towards the citjl by the 
Shawnigan-Port Renfrew West 
Coast Road route. 

In order to simulate the 
Victoria re-entry problem the 
city was sketched out In min¬ 
iature on tne floor of Bay 
Street Armory where radiation 
detection teams went to work. 


Radioactive material . prev¬ 
iously scattered over the large 
scale city map enabled the 
teams to report areas of con 
tamination Just as they would 
If the city was ever hit. 

At the conclusion of the ex¬ 
ercise around noon yesterday 
Lt.-Col. J. C. Allen, officer 
commanding the PPCLI 


called it "highly successful." 

I 'It pointed out our capabil¬ 
ities and also some shortcom- 
I ings which will be overcome," 
he said. 

■There is no doubt that with 
small revisions to our training 
program the shortcomings will 
1 be overcome. 

"If the troops got nothing 


else, they did, over a 34-hour 
period, cram in a great deal of 
vehicle movement over rough 
terrain. 

"They were briefed on all as¬ 
pects of the situation and they 
realize the difficult and im¬ 
portant role the army has to 
play."

Mr. Green also appealed 1 o 
the Soviet Union to co-operate 
in efforts to regulate the 
peaceful use of outer space, 
expressing the hope that the 
Russians would end their boy¬ 
cott of the UN committee on 
this problem. 

RADIATION HAZARDS 
He also said Canada would 
make a proposal to this ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly 
on collection of Information on 
the hazards of atomic radia¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Green announced that 
Canada, as It* contribution to 
World Refugee Year, would 
admit “a substantial number” 
of European tubercular refu¬ 
gees and their families at gov¬ 
ernment expense. 

PLANS WELCOME 

Mr. Green welcomed pro¬ 
posals outlined to the Assem¬ 
bly last week bv Khrushchev 
and by British Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Selwyn Lloyd. But like 
Italian Foreign Minister Gius¬ 
eppe Pella, who spoke Wed¬ 
nesday. he emphasized the 
need for controls. Both Italy 
and Canada are members of 
the new 10-nation committee 
that will resume arms discus 
sioni at Geneva next Feb j 
ruary, 

“For the moment,’’ Mr. 
Green said, “let me say that 
I am entirely sympathetic with 
the general objective stated 
in Mr. Khrushchev’s proposal 
- namely, a world without 
arms. We would all like to 
see general and complete dis¬ 
armament. However, we are 
looking forward to more de¬ 
tailed proposals designed to 
this end. particularly with 
respect to control. 

MUTUAL CONFIDENCE 
“The central question of dis¬ 
armament turns on the ability 
of states to find a basis of 
mutual confidence, and this is 
realistlcallv' reflected In Mr. 
Lloyd's proposals. That con¬ 
fidence must be such as to 
enable states to strike a bal 
ance between the 'bvious ad¬ 
vantages if liquidating the 
burden of armaments and the 
political ind military risks

“It’s like when you have an 
airplane crash." the official 
said, "you hold an investiga¬ 
tion to see what happened "

Shortcomings Will Be Overcome 


4 Atom-Blasted ’ Victoria Back to Normal 


Victoria was back to normal 
late yesterday after a two-day 
Canadian Army exercise 
which first saw the city blown 
Into oblivion by an imaginary 
atom bomb, then shrunk to 
the size of a drill hall floor. 

The exercise opened before 
dawn Wednesday when the 
1st Battalion, Princess Pa 


tricia's Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry. and allied garrison 
units were called out to ren¬ 
dezvous with a Chilliwack 
force near Nanaimo. 

Some 1.000 troops and 200 
vehicles took part in the ex¬ 
ercise which was the first 
major test of the army’s new 


national survival duties on the' 
west coast. 

First movement of troops 
out of Work Point Barracks 
Wednesday was predicated on 
the imaginary destruction of 
Vancouver by an atom bomb. 

As Victoria soldiers moved 
northwards away from the 
Victoria target area one com¬ 


pany of the PPCLI was cut 
off by a second nuclear blast 
which hit near Goldstieam. 

Yesterday, with the Malahat 
"out of commission" from the 
Coldstream hit. and with Vic¬ 
toria wiped out in the ensuing 
blast, the troops started the 
major part of the exercise- 
re-entry of a radioactive area. 


Vehicles were funnelled 
back towards the city by the 
Shawnigan-Port Renfrew West 
Coast Road route. 

In order to stimulate the 
Victoria re-entry problem the 
city was sketched out in min 
iature on the flor of Bay 
iature on the floor of Bay 
detection teams went to work. 


Radioactive material prev¬ 
iously scattered over the large- 
scale city map enabled the 
teams to report areas of con 
tamination just as they would 
if the city was ever hit. 

At the conclusion of the ex 
ercise around noon yesterday 
Lt.-Col. J. C. Allen, officer 
commanding the PPCLI 


called It "highly successful." 

“It pointed out our capahil 
ities and also some shortcom¬ 
ings which will be overcome." 
he said. 

‘There is no doubt that with 
small revisions to our training 
program the shortcomings will 
be overcome. 

“If the troops got nothing 


else, they did. over a 24-hour 
period, cram in a great deal of 
vehicle movement over rough 
terrain. 

"They were briefed on all as¬ 
pects of the situation and they 
realize the difficult and im¬ 
portant role the army has to 
play."

Mr. Green also appealed to 
the Soviet Union to co-operate 
in efforts to regulate the 
peaceful use of outer space, 
expressing the hope that the 
Russians would end their boy 
cott of the UN committee on 
this problem. 

RADIATION HAZARDS 
He also said Canada would 
make a proposal to this ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly 
on collection of information on 
the hazards of atomic radia 
tion. 

Mr. Green announced that 
Canada, as its contribution to 
World Refugee Year, would 
admit **a substantial number 1 
of European tubercular refu 
gees and their families at gov 
emment expense. 

PLANS WELCOME 

Mr. Green welcomed pro¬ 
posals outlined to the Assem 
bly last week by Khrushchev 
and by British Foreign Secre 
tary Selwyn Lloyd. But like 
Italian Foreigd Minister Glus 
eppe Pella, who spoke Wed 
nesday. he emphasized the 
need for controls. Both Italy 
and Canada are members of 
the new 10-nation committee 
that will resume arms discus 
siona at Geneva next Feb 
ruary. 

"For the moment.” Mr. 
Green said, 'let me say that 
I am entirely sympathetic with 
the general objective stated 
in Mr. Khrushchev's proposal 
—namely, a world without 
arms. We would all like to 
see general and complete dis¬ 
armament. However, we are 
looking forward to more de¬ 
tailed proposals designed to 
this end. particularly with 
respect to control. 

MUTUAL CONFIDENCE 
“The cen>ral question of dls 
armament turns on the ability 
of states to find a basis of 
mutual confidence, and this is 
realistically reflected in Mr.
